PROTECTING KEY SERVICES 


T HE Mayor of Hackney 
has announced details 
of his first budget and 
pledged to protect key 
services and keep costs as low as 
possible for residents in the face 
of continued Government cuts. 

The borough has been one of 
the hardest hit by Government 
austerity measures and increasing 
pressures on services. Since 
2010, the Council has had to 
find £l52million to balance its 
annual budget, due to grant cuts 
by Government, and rising cost 
pressures of £42million. 

More cuts in future years 
will mean that from 2010/11 
to 2020/21, the Government’s 
annual grant to Hackney will 
have fallen by £l39million, a 
drop of 45 per cent. 


To help protect the services 
residents rely on, or value 
the most, this year’s budget 
proposes a Council Tax increase 
of three per cent. For band D 
properties, this works out at 
60p per week, but will raise 
an extra £2million a year. 

The Government wants local 
authorities to increase Council 
Tax by two per cent, to help fund 
social care for older and disabled 
people. The other one per cent 
will go towards services such 
as looking after vulnerable 
children, youth work, parks, 
temporary accommodation 
and street cleaning. 

This will be the second Council 
Tax rise in Hackney, following a 
decade-long freeze, which saved 
average bill payers £1,400. 


The budget for 2017/18 - set 
to be agreed on 1 March - will 
deliver another £13.8million 
in savings, made through 
efficiencies, income generation 
and reducing management and 
the cost of providing services. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip 
Glanville, said: “These are very 
challenging times. Councils 
like Hackney, which serve 
populations with high levels of 
need, have been hit particularly 
hard during the austerity years, 
and I’m proud that we have 
managed this huge challenge, 
whilst protecting local services. 

“We know that it’s not been 
an easy time for many of our 
residents too, and I’m committed 
to keeping Council Tax as low 
as possible, however we cannot 


continue to subsidise Government 
cuts. That’s why I’m proposing a 
Council Tax rise of three per cent. 

“If we are to keep Hackney 
a place for everyone, a place to 
be proud of, we cannot afford 
to let our ambitions shrink 
with our budget. We need to 
stay optimistic about the future 
of our borough, and keep our 
aspirations and expectations 
high, and this is reflected in some 
of our key priorities around 
creating jobs, investing in new 
schools and building genuinely 
affordable homes.”

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ESIDENTS are 
being urged to sign 
a petition to help 
protect Hackney’s 
independent businesses 
from huge hikes in rates. 

From April, hundreds 
of businesses across the 
borough will have to 
find tens of thousands of 
pounds extra. Some face an 
increase of over £100,000. 

This is because business 
rates are based on property 
prices, and the Government 
has revalued business 
premises so they are in 
line with current market 
values. Property prices 
have more than doubled in 
parts of Hackney, so many 
businesses will face a huge 
new bill they can’t afford. 

The petition, launched by 
the Council and the East 
End Trades Guild, which 
represents local small 
businesses, calls 
on the Government to 
rethink its plans. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Planning, Business and 
Investment, said: “This 
is a postcode lottery that 


doesn’t care about people 
or their businesses. The rise 
in rates could tear the heart 
out of our communities and 
our local economy. 

“Our business 
community, from 
established family 
businesses to innovative 
start-ups, is the corner stone 
of a vibrant, enterprising 
and successful Hackney.” 

Krissie Nicolson, 
founding organiser of the 
East End Trades Guild, 


said: “Independent traders 
bring a human face to the 
market and align commerce 
with the common good. 
They are a valued part of 
our communities. 

“If we lose our small 
businesses, then we lose 
our city. The East End 
has a fine tradition of 
collective action, we 
must take a stand.” 

Len Maloney runs JC 
Motors in Haggerston, 
which works with a 


local charity to provide 
job opportunities and 
mentoring for young 
people. Len’s rateable value 
has increased by £10,000. 

He said: “I am so stressed 
because I see no hope for 
the business. Ministers 
should come down to 
ground level to see what 
businesses like ours do for 
local communities.” 

Stationery manufacturers 
Baddeley Brothers, which 
opened in the borough 
157 years ago, has seen 
its rateable value rise from 
£60,000 to £156,000. It 
has a proud tradition of 
hiring and training local 
residents, and currently 
employs 25 people. 

Director Charles Pertwee 
said: “With this sort of 
increase, we’re talking 
about people’s jobs. As 
a family business in its 
sixth generation, this is not 
something we wish 
to consider.”

Levy could help tackle ASB 



HACKNEY Police and the Council are asking residents 
and businesses what they think of proposals to introduce 
a late-night levy on premises serving alcohol between 
midnight and 6am. 

Hackney currently has 399 premises licensed to sell 
alcohol between those hours. 

The Council wants to help support and sustain the 
borough’s nightlife - which has made a valuable 
contribution to wider cultural and economic growth - 
however, it has also had an impact on public services, 
with increased levels of anti-social behaviour, crime, 
noise nuisance and litter. 

The levy is expected to raise around £362,000 per year, 
which would go towards the costs of managing the late- 
night economy, including a contribution towards the 
£1,4million cost of policing and community safety. 

The levy is set at a national level by the government, 
based on a premises’ rateable value. In Hackney, that 
would vary from £299 to £1,259 per year. 

Around 40 businesses already take part in a voluntary 
scheme, raising around £56,000 per year. The voluntary 
levy has helped to fund additional patrols by community 
safety wardens on Friday and Saturday nights in Dalston 
and Shoreditch. It has been well-received by residents 
and pivotal in addressing anti-social behaviour.

Daily Mile is a great 
way of contributing 
to this.”

Hackney Daily Mile is 
a lovely way to encourage 
those children who do 
not necessarily seek out 
physical activity to become 
more aware of the positive 
effects exercise can have on 
their bodies and minds.

The Daily Mile idea 
was first developed at St 
Ninians Primary School 
in Stirling, Scotland, after 
Head Teacher Elaine Wyllie 
had covered a Year Five PE 
class and noticed that the 
children were not fit. 

She asked the children 
what they could do to 
increase their fitness 
levels, and they 
suggested running 
for 15 minutes as 
part of every school 
day. Teachers worked 
out that during that 15 
minutes, the children 
would cover about a 
mile distance, and so the 
concept was born. 

Shereka, a parent at 
Mossbourne Riverside 
Academy, El5, said: 


“It’s a great way to take in 
fresh air and raise the 
children’s learning and 
attention span.” 

In 2015/16, the National

Programme found that 12.5 
per cent of all Hackney 
four to five-year-olds were 
obese, the fourth highest 
rate in the country.

Back

I WAS nine when I 
left Hackney, the 
world I’d grown up 
in, for Nigeria,” says 
Oladipo Agboluaje. 

“I remember the heat 
suddenly hitting me, and 
the speed with which our 
car drove away from the 
airport... speed limits don’t 
mean quite the same thing 
in Nigeria,” he adds. 

This month, however, 
the award-winning 
playwright is back in the 
borough as his latest play, 
‘New Nigerians’, receives 
its world premiere at the 
Areola theatre in Dalston. 

As its name suggests, the 
play is based in Africa’s 
most populous nation, 
where the young Oladipo 
himself remained for the 
rest of his primary school 
education, right through 
until completion of his BA 
degree at the University of 
Benin. In 1995, however, 
he returned to the UK 
and turned his mind, 
seriously, to playwriting 
for the first time. 

“As children, my brother 
and I had made cartoon 
strips together,” Oladipo 
recalls. Adding: “He was 
good at drawing, so he did 
the pictures while I came 
up with the stories.” 

The young boy wrote 
countless short stories 
too. He laughs: “In fact, 

I was writing all the time. 
Whether it was any 
good or not... that’s 
another question!” 

Settling in South 
London, however, he 
began to focus on theatre. 
“I decided to enter a 
writing competition at 
the Birmingham Rep,” he 
says. Adding: “But being 
young, and being me, I 
didn’t read the small print 
to the end. It turned out 
that the competition was 
only open to Birmingham- 
based writers. I didn’t find

out until I’d sent off my 
submission and they wrote 
back saying: there’s a bit of 
a problem...” 

The theatre, however, 
liked his misplaced 
submission so much that 
they offered to help him 
find a London theatre 
company to stage it, if he 
could turn it into a finished 
play. Even so, the young 
playwright did not quite 
believe his luck. 

He says: “A year later, 

I got a letter from them 
asking for my finished 
play. I had to knuckle 
down and pull it together 
in a matter of weeks.” 

So it was that, in 
2003, his first play ‘Early 
Morning’ was produced by 


Futuretense and performed 
at the Oval House theatre 
in Lambeth. 

“And it was then that 
I first realised: this is real, 


it’s actually happening,” 
he says. 

Since then, Oladipo has 
written an extraordinary 
14 plays and won 


accolades including 
the prestigious Alfred 
Fagon Award, which 
celebrates the work of 
black British playwrights. 

Nigeria looms large 
in his work but, says 
Oladipo: “I would say that 
my Hackney upbringing 
has influenced my writing, 
too. There was such a 
strong Nigerian community 
surrounding me during 
those years. We were in 
and out of the homes of 
uncles and aunts. I had 
no idea that not everyone 
in Hackney ate Nigerian 
food. Those communities 
and characters have 
definitely found their way 
into my plays.”

found his way back to the 
borough several times, too. 

He says: “I’ve had 
two plays staged at the 
Hackney Empire now, 
and each time it was a 
big deal for me, a coming 
home.

Have your say on new reedbed 

A WATERWAYS charity is asking the public to choose the 
location for five new reedbeds for the River Lea Navigation. 
Thames21 has so far installed 750 sq metres of reedbeds 
as part of its ‘Love The Lea’ programme, which aims to 
improve water quality in the river. 

Reedbeds increase biodiversity and habitats for wildlife, 
while acting as a natural filter and removing pollutants 
from the water. 

In the next stage of the project, Thames21 is holding a 
public vote to allow communities to back a new 
reedbed in their area. Nine sites are proposed, five of 
which are in Hackney. 

Ben Fenton, Thames21 ’s Love The Lea Programme 
Manager, said: “In our recent survey, more than 90 
per cent of people said that reedbeds improve an area 
aesthetically. Luckily, they are great for rivers and wildlife 
too. Recently, the public have spotted kingfishers on some 
of our reedbeds in Tottenham.” 

The vote is open from 13 February to 31 March. All 
votes will also be entered into a prize draw to win prizes, 
including London Eye tickets. 

The new reedbeds will be created between April and 
September, and Thames21 hopes that local people will 
volunteer to help with the work.

Steps towards a fossil fuel-free pension fund 


THE Council is taking 
steps towards a fossil 
fuel-free pension fund for 
its staff, after approving 
plans to cut investments in 
companies that produce 
coal, gas and crude oil. 

It follows a review which 
looked at the financial risks 
posed to the pension fund’s 
fossil fuel investments 
in light of the Paris 


Agreement, a global plan to 
limit global warming. 

The commitment will 
halve the fund’s exposure 
to fossil fuel investments 
over the next six years. 

This latest move follows 
a year-long piece of work 
to address the concerns 
of residents and 
campaign groups about 
Council investments. 


Significant steps towards 
greener investments 
have already been made, 
including £25million in a 
‘Low Carbon Workplace’ 
fund, which transforms 
office buildings into 
energy efficient, low 
emission workplaces. 

Cllr Robert Chapman, 
Chair of the Council’s 
Pensions Committee, 


said: “Climate change is 
probably the greatest threat 
facing humankind. There is 
also a threat to our pension 
fund in that investments in 
fossil fuels lose their value 
as a result of necessary 
world-wide action against 
climate change. The long¬ 
term ambition is to move 
away from fossil fuel 
investments completely.”

AN innovative new programme is helping carers to stay 
healthy, even if they cannot leave the house. 

City and Hackney Carers Centre has launched ‘Fit by 
Phone’, which aims to establish weight management 
and healthy eating support groups, over the phone. 

For 45 minutes each week, carers are connected to 
three others and a weight-management advisor. The 
six-week programme costs nothing, even calls are 
free of charge. 

There are an estimated 9 million carers in the UK, 
providing unpaid care to the ill, disabled or elderly, and 
they can often become isolated by their responsibilities. 
Mary, a carer who has already taken part in the course, 
found that it gave her strategies for resisting temptation.

W HEN I moved 
in to Gascoyne 
estate in South 
Hackney, 

I discovered some old 
photographs of the 
previous resident, Amelia 
Sawyer. I’ve always been 
fascinated to know about 
her life. 

This enigma inspired a 
search for more photos 
and stories. So with the 
help of Gascoyne youth 
club, I interviewed more 
than 30 residents, past and 
present. Their albums of 
cherished snapshots told 
incredible stories. 

The first residents 
arrived on Gascoyne estate 
in 1948. Inexpensive 
homes for working people 
were essential in low- 
wage post-war London, 
and estates like Gascoyne 
provided the answer. 


With four housing 
blocks clustering round a 
central yard, children could 
play safely. It provided a 
space for residents to meet 
and talk, and soon a proud 
community developed. 

Residents formed bonds 
with the estate and their 
neighbours, which continue 
today. Former resident 
Linda Pritchard recalled: 
“We were always out to 
play, from nine in the 
morning till nine at night. 
Everyone looked out for 
you, there was no danger. 
We could shout across 
balconies to our friends in 
opposite blocks. I’m still in 
touch with friends from 
40 years ago.” 

“It felt quite special, 
a mixed bag of friends; 
multiculturalism in a 
bottle,” said Christine 
Staple. Her father, 

Granville Foster, was one 
of the many West Indians 
who came to work for 


London Transport during 
the 1960s. 

Similarly, Amy Quartey- 
Papafio came too, from 
Ghana and trained as a 
nurse. It would be hard 
to imagine an NHS or a 
transport system without 
contributions from people 
like Granville and Amy. 

Gascoyne has also 
provided refuge and 
sanctuary. The estate 
welcomed people like 
Rasim and Gunay Attila, 
who fled from conflict 
in Cyprus in 1960. 

They proudly showed 
me their 1959 wedding 
photograph. Rasim was 
a stalwart of the tenant’s 
association, and he planted 
the distinctive hedge that 


borders Gascoyne House. 

Bob Stedman, a fellow 
community activist, set up 
the original youth club. 

He said: “If I was a 
millionaire, or won the 
lottery, I would have to 
think very strongly about 
moving from here. Would 
I want to move now, with 
all the memories? You 
get a sense of belonging. 

I can’t think of anywhere 
else I’d rather go now.” 

Filmmaker Justine 
Pearsall moved here in 
1996 and believes there’s 
something special about 
estate living. 

She said: “I think it’s 
because you feel people 
around you. The nice thing 
about the estate is the 


presence of other people. 
You’re living separately, by 
yourself, but you’re all part 
of a community. You’re all 
together. The layout of the 
flats has been beautifully 
considered for communal 
living and family living.” 

Simon Lukes, who 
arrived in 1995, agrees. 

He said: “In terms of 
social housing, this was a 
success. It’s a testament to 
the design of the block and 
to the socialist values that 
led to its building.” 

And what of Amelia? 
Interviews with her 
children reveal a woman of 
remarkable spirit. 

Widowed by the war, 
Amelia worked long hours, 
printing banknotes in the 
City, where she was also 
a union representative. She 
brought up a family single- 
handed, and had to carry 
coal and groceries up 
the four flights of stairs 
every day. 


Her daughter, Carol, 
recalled: “When I say 
she struggled, she never 
actually complained about 
anything. It was a different 
lifestyle then, it was a 
different world.” 

An exhibition, ‘The 
Golden Age of Social 
Housing? Life on the 
Gascoyne Estate’, is on at 
Hackney Museum from 
14 February to 3 June.

Beetroot raita 

Makes 8 portions (as an accompaniment) 


Preparation time 

15 mins 



Ingredients 

•500ml plain yogurt 
•3 beetroots (cooked or raw) 

•1 small red onion 
•2 tablespoons chopped 
coriander or mint 

• Freshly ground pepper, to taste 

• Green chilli to garnish (optional).

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
